First Woman Superintendent 
of L. A. Schools Lived 
In Retirement Here 


Mrs. Chloe B. Jones, a pioneer 
of Sierra Madre, and one of the 
most distinguished educators in 
California, died at her home, No. 
102 North Hermosa street, on 
Wednesday, March 12th. Mrs. 
Jones was within a few months 
of being 87 years old. For sev¬ 
eral years she bad been inactive. 
Since the death of her daughter, 
Alma, she had lived alone. 

Mrs. Jones died with the re¬ 
quest that no services be held over 
her body. It is said she also re¬ 
quested that no persons other 
than a few she designated be al¬ 
lowed to view her remains. She 
also made provision for the cre¬ 
mation of her body and the scat¬ 
tering of her ashes over the Pa-, 
cific ocean. It is recalled that 
when Alma Jones died her body 
was cremated and her mother dis¬ 
posed of the ashes the same way. 

The honor of being the first 
woman superintendent of the pub¬ 
lic schools of Los Angeles came | 
to Mrs. Jones, she having held 
that ■ position in 1880-1881. For 
some years previous to that .she 
had been a teacher in Los Ange-1 
les High School. Upon leaving! 
the Los Angeles schools she re¬ 
tired to her 20-acre ranch in Si¬ 
erra Madre. A life of idleness did 
not fit her strenuous character 
and she applied for and received 
an appointment as a teacher in 
the Sierra Madre school. 

Mrs. Jones Laught In Sierra 
Madre for about five years. She 
was responsible for the famous 
pepper trees that mark the center 
of the business district of the 
town. When she was a teacher, 
In the late eighties, she had the 
children plant the trees in the 
school yard, which in those days 
took in the section now known as 
Kersting Place, and the plot cov¬ 
ered by the Pacific Electric sta¬ 
tion and the office of THE NEWS. 

Born in Ohio, she arrived in 
Sierra Madre in 1877. At that 
time she was a teacher in Los 
Angeles. S. R. G. Twycross, who! 
drove the bus connecting Sierra, 
Madre with the Santa Fe in those j 
days, says she was a re^lar pas -1 
senger on the 6 a. m. city bound j 
bus. ! 

‘‘She was a small woman, but | 
very energetic and as regular as; 
a clock,” said Mr. Twycross. "She | 
would arrive home after six and | 
at night, do all her own house i 
work and cook her own meals.” ^ 

Retit fng from the Sierra Madre 
schools Mrs. Jones tried once 
more a life of retirement on her 
ranch. But after a few years, 
she took up teaching again in 
the Los Angeles High School and 
remained there until shortly be-1 
fore the death of her daughter, 
about ten year.s ago. 

The death of Alma Jones was! 
a blow from which Mrs. Jones, 
never fully recovered. Despite I 
the fact that she had be-1 
come noted as a teacher in Amer-1 
lean schools, when Alma became j 
of school age Mrs. Jones took the i 
child to England where she was: 
educated at Cambridge. "Cam -1 
bridge Is the center of education,” | 
was her explanation to all in-; 
quiries. ! 

When Alma returned from Eng¬ 
land .she was about twenty years 
old and a girl of striking beauty; 
and personality. She was the cen- i 
ter of admiration among the i ^ 
younger element. Her mother 
kept a watchful eye over her.' 
Some of the old timers in Sierra 1 1 
Madre recall that when Alma was 
being courted by a rich young 
man from Pasadena her mother 
registered disfavpr.

Mrs, Fannie Thomp.son Spent 
Six Months on Road 
From Illinois to 
California

“When I saw the movigg pic¬ 
ture ‘The Covered Wagon’ 1 
g'ripped the arms of my seat. 
What’s the matter?’ my daugh¬ 
ter asked. 'I just feel if I don’t 
hold on to something I’ll go up 
there and climb aboard,’ I .said.” 

The speaker was Mrs. Fannie 
R .Thompson, of No. 108 East 
Grand View. Back in 1852, when 
she was eight years old, she trav¬ 
elled from Illinois to California in 
a covered wagon. She is eighty- 
three years old now, vigorous and 
active, giving hardy testimony to 
the health-giving qualities bom 
out of the trials and hardships of 
the six-month’s journey that 
marked her early childhood. 

Mrs. Thompson lives with her 
daughter, Mrs. Emily Moyer. 
There are four generations oi her 
family in Sierra Madre. She has 
two grandchildren, Earl Moyer, 
of No. 257 West Laurel, the gla-’ 
diola expert, Mrs. May Barlow, 
and several great-grandchildren. 

"Oh yes, I remember the wag¬ 
on-train days well,” said Mrs. 
Thompson. “I was only eight then 
but I can remember things that 
happened back in Illinois when I 
was only five. To tell the truth 
I remember what happened in the 
early days better than what hap¬ 
pened later. My father, Col. 
John J. Parker, fitted up the 
wagon train. He was a rich man. 
He bought the entire outfit. There 
were seven wagons, two yoke of 
oxep for each wagon and two 
horses, too. Then there were ten 
extra oxen and ten extra horses. 
We had one cow. The cow was 
milked in the morning and again 
at night. My father bought heavy 
clothing for all of us. When we 
started he carried $40,000 in gdld. 
That was a great deal of money 
In those days. 

“There were fourteen men, six 
women and eleven children in our 
party. It took us six months to 
make the trip. We rested two 
days every week. We travelled by 
way of Salt Lake City. 

"I remember seeing Brigham 
Young. He only had five wives 
then. We carried most of our 
provisions. The men hunted along 
the route. We saw all kinds of 
animals. The deer meat was kind 
of dry but the antelope meat was 
good. We saw great herds of 
buffalo. We didn’t care for the 
sage hens but had plenty of rab¬ 
bit meat. 

“We had just one experience 
with Indians. When we were on 
the road alrout three months we 
were warned to lookout ahead. 
The Indian.s had killed two men 
near the next trading post. One 
evening ^seven big Indians ap- 
proacheu. My uncle greeted them 
and gave them food. He brought 
them into the corral formed by 
the wagons and gave them a 
place to sleep. The next morn¬ 
ing he told them to go on their 
way. 

“The only real hardship we en¬ 
dured was in crossing the desert. 
We carried plenty of water for 
the animals and started at dawn. 
We never stopped until midnight. 
There was no trail. The wagons 
sunk to the hubs and the poor

In Healing of 
Sick Is Topic 


Science Lecturer Discusses 
Lesson of Mases and the 
Shepherd’s Rod

Bll.s.s Knapp, C.S.B., of Brook¬ 
line, Ma.s.s., member of the board 
of lecture.ship of the Mother 
Church, First Church of Christ, 
of Boston, Mass., delivered a lec¬ 
ture at the Womans’ Clubhouse 
at 8 p. m. on the evening of Mon¬ 
day. March the tenth. 

He said in part: 

"An authorized lecture on Chris¬ 
tian Science is intended to answer 
some of the many questions in the 
mind of the public concerning the 
teachings of Christian Science, 
which Mary Baker Eddy discov¬ 
ered in the year 1866. Perhaps 
that which excites the greatest 
interc.st is the healing ministry of 
this Science. 

The first man in Bible history 
known to employ the power of 
God in the healing of sickness 
and sin was Moses. You remem¬ 
ber, according to the record, that 
for forty years Moses had been 
governing the flocks of his father- 
in-law, Jethrd, with autocratic 
power, and the sign or symbol of 
that power was the shepherd’s 
rod. When, a» the command of 
God, Moses cast down that symbol 
of human will and it became a 
serpent, Moses was afraid. He 
never knew before that human 
will was the serpent in the garden 
of Eden. But when, at the com¬ 
mand of God, he turned and 
handled that symbol of human 
will, he proved the ma.stery of 
the divine will over the human. 
Thus he learned that power be¬ 
longs, not to the human will, but 
to the nature of God. God had 
revealed Himself to Moses as the 
Almitrhty. 

"Again it may be recalled that 
Ggd required Moses to thrust his 
hand into his bosom, and Moses 
withdrew it leprous. This indi¬ 
cates that Moses’ belief of health 
and his belief of leprosy were on 
the same plane of thought and 
were, therefore, interchangeable. 
But when, by the power of (3od, 
the leprous hand was healed, 
again Moses’ thought was lifted, 
thi.s time to recognize that health 
was not a condition of the body, 
but a characteristic of the divine 
Mind. He had learned two great 
facts concerning the nature of 
God, namely, the supremacy of 
God’s divine power, and the su¬ 
premacy of His healing nature. 

"it is a wonderful lesson we 
have gained from Moses, that 
health belongs to God, and that it 
is communicated to individual hu¬ 
man experience through divine 
law. In so far as an individual 
understands the operation of that 
law, he can express God’s healing 
nature, the nature which is "the 
same yesterday, and today, and 
forever.”
